The publication is the result of 
an evolution from the old-time AFL 
clipsheet which years ago used to 
arrive at every AFL editor’s desk. 
Like all clipsheets it was printed 
only on one side, so an editor could 
clip out the items which interested 
him without disturbing some item 
on the other side. 

When the AFL began to go into 
politics in a fairly big way, alj 
weekly paper.called The LLPE Re-/% 
porter, if we remember correctly, 
was launched. This was issued by 
the AFL Labor League for political 
Education. Meanwhile, the old AFL 
clipsheet was continued, 

Later the two were consolidated 
and the AFL News-Reporter came 
into existence. It is now in the mid- 
dle of its second year. It is still the 
official clipsheet for AFL editors, 
but it is made up as a genuine 
weekly magazine or paper, with

Psychiatrists now tell us that

Whatever it is, the trouble is 
very deep-seated and the psychia- 
jtrists do not yet know all the an- 
swers. 

So don’t. condemn 
“weakness of will” when they go 
off their diets. They may have dif- 
ficulties that you can’t see.

In a recent speech before the 
University of Chicago Law School, 
Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn told 
what he would do if a legislative 
committee came to him demanding 
information as to his opinions and 
associations. Said he, “It summons 
me to make disclosure of my be- 
liefs and advocacies and associa- 
tions. Am I bound ., . to coop- 
erate, to give the information re- 
quired? I think not. 

“To such a committee, I would 
feel bound to say, ‘I am, of course, 
eager to cooperate with you or 
with any governing agency, if it 
is acting within its authorized ju- 
risdiction. And, further, I have no 
objections to expressing, on proper 
occasions, my beliefs or advocacies 
or associations on issues of public 
Policy. 

“But the form of your present 
demand raises a different question. 
You are claiming authority to com- 
pel me to say what my political 
opinions are. That claim is, I am 
sure, subversive of the most funda- 
mental principle of the Constitu- 
tion—the principle of the political 
supremacy of the people over their 
agents. 

“‘Self-governing men are not, 
and cannot be, held subject to gov- 
ernmental control with respect to 
the content of their political be- 
liefs. I regret to say, therefore, that 
loyalty to the Constitution forbids 
me to comply with your demand.’”

OR, shall the Idaho Power Com- 
pany be given the privilege of 
building several much _ smaller 
dams, which have been called 
“spite dams,” because they would 
block construction of the big Gov- 
ernment dam, would produce far 
less power, and serve no irrigation 
and flood control purposes. 

You can guess which proposal 
Ike’s Administration favors.

No. You don’t have to guess at 
all. Just note what’s been happen- 
ing.
